endorse free-trade pact

Four of Utah’s five national politi- 
cians are backing the North American 
Free Trade Agreement as the battle 
over the agreement nears its end. 

Reps. Karen Shepherd and James 
Hansen and Sens. Orrin Hatch and 
Robert Bennett are in favor of the 
trade agreement. Third District Rep. 
Bill Orton, a Democrat, remains 
“completely undecided,” said Orton’s 
legislative assistant, Joel Lawson. 

“A Salt Lake Tribune staffer was 
mistaken in saying (Orton) was going 
to make a _ statement today 
(Monday),” Lawson said. “He won’t 
make a statement until after he’s 
voted.” 

Lawson said Orton remains unde- 
cided because “he is hearing excellent 
arguments on both sides of the agree- 
ment and is still evaluating them.” 

Wednesday, opponents and support- 
ers will vote on NAFTA, a treaty 
which would end tariffs between the 
United States, Canada and Mexico 
over a 15-year period. 

Shepherd, a Democrat, said she sup- 
ports NAFTA because it is “critical to 
our children’s success in a global 
economy ... NAFTA means more 
trade with larger markets and a better 
economic future for our children. 

“As the former owner of a small 
business, I know firsthand that a busi- 
ness that is not growing is a dying 
business,” Shepherd said. “I believe 
the same principle holds true for this 
country as well.” 

“If we fold inward and retreat, 
rather than find new markets for 
American products, our nation’s 
economy will die a slow death,” 
Shepherd said.

Bennett, a Republican, said “the 
Ross Perots and Ralph Naders of the 
country are attempting to convince us . 
that this treaty will not be good for 
Americans. They couldn’t be farther 
off the mark.” 

Bennett said NAFTA will help the 
American economy as well as create 
American jobs. 

NAFTA will help the economy 
because it is a tax cut, Bennett said. 

“It will lower foreign taxes on 
American goods and will stimulate 
the economy much in the same way a 
tax cut does,” Bennett said. “When in 
history have higher taxes been the 
answer to economic growth? The | 
same is true of trade tariffs.” 

Bennett said NAFTA will create 
jobs because more than “400,000 
export-related jobs have been created 
in the United States” since Mexico 
began opening its markets in 1986. 

“With the treaty, economists fore- 
cast a gain of 200,000 jobs by 1995,” 
Bennett said. : 

Also of concern to many Americans 
is the fear that many U.S. jobs will go 
to Mexico if NAFTA passes. 

Bennett said the agreement will not 
accelerate the flight of U.S. jobs to 
Mexico because “there is nothing in 
NAFTA that makes Mexico a more 
attractive opportunity than it already 
is.” 

Some environmental groups fear 
NAFTA will degrade the state of the 
environment, but Bennett said just the 
opposite is true. 

“If NAFTA passes, Mexico will 
have a new Strict environmental 
agreement and will see improve- 
ment,” Bennett said. “If NAFTA fails, 
Mexico will have no new incentive to _ 
change environmental performance, 
and pollution will get worse.” 


Attack on abortion consent law 
| turned down by Supreme Court

WASHINGTON — A Mississippi abortion law 
requiring unmarried girls to get both parents’ con- 
sent or a judge’s permission before ending their 
pregnancies survived a Supreme Court challenge 
Monday. 

The court rejected a constitutional attack on the 
law, called by opponents “devastating” and “the 


most burdensome of its kind.” 


Monday’s action was not a ruling but an unex- 
plained refusal to review the law. Nevertheless, 
both sides in the national debate over abortion 
were quick to react. 

“The justices have denied young women their 
day in court,” said Catherine Albisa of the Center 
for Reproductive Law and Policy. She called the 
Mississippi law “an onerous restriction” that is 


-more burdensome than any other state’s. 


“Most young women can and do consult with 
their parents when they are facing an unwanted 


pregnancy,” Albisa said. “But for those who legit- 


imately fear the outcome of involving one or both 
parents, this law is devastating.” 

Burke Balch of National Right to Life 
Committee said Monday’s action was “not sur- 
prising.” 

“What is surprising is how successful abortion 
advocates have been in tying up these laws in 
court after the Supreme Court strongly indicated 
... that two-parent consent laws with (judicial) 
bypass would be constitutional,” Balch said. 

The Mississippi law was enacted in 1986 but 
had been tied up in court since a federal judge 
barred its enforcement that year. 

The law requires doctors to obtain written per- 
mission from both parents before performing an 
abortion on a girl who is unmarried, under 18 and 
not supporting herself. 

A judicial-bypass provision allows such a girl to 
avoid telling either parent if the girl gets a judge’s 
permission. The law requires that the court pro- 
ceedings be speedy and confidential. 

The law also requires judges to grant permission 
if a girl shows she is mature enough to make the

abortion decision on her own or proves an abor- 
tion is in her best interest. 

In previous rulings, the Supreme Court has 
upheld one-parent consent laws and two-parent 
notification laws that included judicial-bypass 
options. 

In 1990, the court struck down Minnesota’s 
two-parent notification law because it had-no 
judicial bypass, 

The court never has upheld a two-parent consent 
law, but most of the justices have indicated such a 
requirement would be constitutional if an ade- 
quate judicial-bypass option were included. 

Lawyers for Mississippi’s three abortion clinics 
say a rule implementing the two-parent consent 
law transforms the judicial-bypass provision into 
an “undue burden” on girls’ abortion rights. 

The rule says a girl must prove notifying her 
parents is not in her best interest. 

The appeal acted on Monday argued that the 
rule unlawfully denies judicial permission to 
some girls who could show that getting an abor- 
tion is in their best interest. 
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TB funds insufficient to stop epidemic 


WASHINGTON  — Tuberculosis, the “world’s most neglected epidemic,” 
could be killing 4 million people a year within a decade unless Western coun- 
tries come up with $100 million to fight it, the World Health Organization said 
Monday. 

Drug-resistant strains are increasing so rapidly that without fast action, a once 
easily cured disease is on the verge of becoming incurable. 

Tuberculosis kills more people — 3 million a year — than all other infectious 
diseases combined. 

Yet just $1 of every $30 spent on infectious diseases goes to the deadly lung 
infection, WHO said. 

* The world gave developing countries $16 million in aid to combat TB in 
1990, a year that 1.9 million died from TB. But the world came up with $77 
million to fight leprosy, which killed 2,000 people that year, and $185 million 
for AIDS, which killed 200,000. 

Tuberculosis cures start.at just $13 a patient in some developing countries, 
and $100 typically buys 29 healthy years for TB patients. 

But the costs skyrocket with the rapidly increasing drug-resistant strains of 
TB. When people-don’t finish their medicine, their TB mutates to become drug- 
resistant and the strains spread. 


Fisher saga ends; Buttafuoco sentenced 


MINEOLA; N-Y. — The saga that began in.a Long Island auto body shop 
ended Monday. in a courtroom where a handcuffed, smirking Joey Buttafuoco 
was led away. to’ the same fate that befell-his former lover, Amy Fisher — jail 
time. 

Buttafuoco’s expression never changed as he was sentenced to the maximum 
six months in prison, $5,000 fine and five years’ probation for statutory rape. 

Fisher, now 19, faced Buttafuoco for the first time since she shot his wife, 
Mary Jo, on May 19, 1992. In a nervous, barely audible voice, she spoke of the 
ill-fated relationship that began “when I was a. 16-year-old with braces.” 

“I am sad to say that he taught me well. He taught me to disrespect myself 
and to deceive my parents,” Fisher said. 

“With Joey Buttafuoco going to jail,” prosecutor Fred Klein said without a 
trace of irony; “we can finally put this case to bed.” 


Democrats to interview N.J. official 


NEWARK; N.J. == The Democratic Party won permission Monday to ques- 
tion under oath Republican Goy.-elect Christie Whitman’s campaign manager 
about his comments that money was paid to suppress black voter turnout. 

The Democratic national and state committees want to overturn the Nov. 2 
election, in:which incumbent Jim Florio lost by 26,620 votes. 

Speaking to reporters in Washington on Nov. 9, campaign manager Ed 
Rollins said $500,000 was spent to get black ministers and Democratic cam- 
paign workers to discourage:blacks from-voting. 

That comment caused a storm-in which black ministers complained of slan- 
der. Whitman, the first woman to be elected New Jersey governor, said Rollin’s 
statements were lies, and he later retracted them. The U.S. Justice Department 
and state attorney general are conducting criminal investigations. 


Retired to be taxed on state refunds 


OGDEN — Federal retirees owed court-ordered refunds of state income 
taxes charged on their pensions from 1985 to 1988 will have to pay new taxes 
on the refunds once they settle with the state. 

When the retirees..get.their, refiinds, they also get the interest on the money 
since 1989. Both ihe state and*federal*government will tax: that interest as 
income. 

Also, retirees who itemized their deductions on federal income tax returns 
should have reduced their taxable income by the amount of state taxes paid. 
Since they are getting those state taxes back now, they’ll have to pay federal 
taxes on that part of the settlement. 

Gov. Mike Leavitt has asked the retirees to. accept 6 percent interest on the 
refunds rather than 12 percent. That would mean about $13 million on top of 
the $37.1 million to be refunded in state taxes. If 12 percent interest was 
‘refunded that would mean an extra $27 million.

Cellular phones 
may combat gangs

Utah County gang task force offi- 
cials warned gang members Monday 
that thousands of new eyes and ears 
are being enlisted by local police 
through the new Star-Cop cellular 
phone line. 

Law enforcement officials held a 
news conference Monday at 10 a.m. 
in the rotunda of the Historic 
Courthouse in Provo to announce the 
new Star-Cop cellular phone line and 
to discuss other methods being used 
to prevent the growth of gangs in 
Utah County. 

Star-Cop allows cellular phone users 
to report gang-related activity without 
paying a toll, said Lt. Craig Turner, 
coordinator of the Utah County Gang 
Project. If people see any suspicious, 
non-emergency gang activity in the 
community, they can now dial *COP, 

r *-2-6-7, on their cellular phones 
and report the incident to police. 

US West and Cellular One have pro- 


vided a toll-free direct line to the Utah © 


County Sheriff's Department central 
dispatch unit to help police prevent 
and respond to gang and other-suspi- 
cious activities, Turner said. 

The Star-Cop system is the first of 
its kind nationwide, and local officials 
are hoping the plan will'serve as an 
example to other communities in the 
fight against gangs. 

Though the telephone line alone will 

not rid Utah County of gang activity, 
it is a significant step toward commu- 
nity oriented policing, Turner said. 
The cellular line will be an effective 
tool for crime prevention, but the 
standard 911 number should still be 
used for emergencies, he said. 
’ People using the Star-Cop Jine can 
call from anywhere in Utah County 
without having to figure out which 
department has jurisdiction in the 
area, said K.C. Brown, assistant to 
Turner. 

“We don’t have enough cops on the 
streets, but we do have a lot of people 
out there who we can solicit to report 
suspicious activity. The Star-Cop sys- 
tem can only be as effective as the 
number of citizens who use it to pre- 
vent gang-related crimes,” Turner

The Roman Catholic Church faces a 
staggering loss of diocesan priests as 
it moves into the 21st century, says a 
BYU assistant professor who docu- 
ments his findings in a new book, 
“Full Pews and Empty Altars.” 

“This trend has little chance of 
reversing in the lifetime of the current 
generation of churchgoers,” said 
Lawrence Young of the Sociology 
Department, who co-wrote the book 
with Richard Schoenherr of the 
University of Wisconsin-Madison. 

“Full Pews and Empty Altars” 
examines the past 20 years of the 
Catholic church in the United States 
and describes what the situation of the 
diocesan priesthood has been. It pro- 
jects what can be expected at the turn 
of the century if the church doesn’t do 
anything different. 

According to Young and 
Schoenherr, only six of every 10 
priests who leave the active ministry 
through resignation, retirement, sick 
leave or death are replaced by. ordina- 
tion of new priests. As for pastoral 
positions, two of every five vacated 
each year go unfilled. 

“Tf this trend continues, the church 
_may face as much as a 40 percent loss 
in the priest population by the year 
2005,” Young said. “Meanwhile, the 
number of Catholics continues to 
swell to the point that by that time 
there will be twice as many parish- 
ioners per priest as there were in 
1975 

Statistics such as these have trig- 
gered concern and debate on the 
future of American Catholicism. 
Since the project began in 1983, the 
research of Schoenherr and Young 
has been of interest to policy-makers 
within the church. Throughout the 
past decade, three respondent reports 
have been presented to participating 
dioceses with the third being sent to 
nearly 600 key decision-makers and 
all U.S. Catholic bishops. 


“The contents of those reports 
became a vital part of policy debates 
at the United States Catholic 
Conference of Bishops,” Young said. 
“Without offering solutions, the book 
provides accurate, definitive and up- 
to-date information on the priest 
shortage for those in position to use 
te 

As the church policy-makers look 
for ways to reverse the decline of 
priests, the transformation of long- 
standing traditions may be required, 
says Young. “At the heart of the 
issue, the Roman Catholic Church is 
faced with a choice between its sacra- 
mental tradition and its commitment 
to a male celibate clergy,” he said. 


“From my perspective, the church has © 


to make a choice. I don’t believe it 
can sustain both traditions.” 

If the ratio of laity to clergy con- 
tinues to increase, Young believes the 
traditional form of Catholic piety will 
be replaced by a more independent 
and protestantized form of worship. 
He identified that one alternative 
strategy would be to increase the size 
of the clergy, something that would 
likely require the ordination of mar- 
ried men and/or women to the priest- 
hood. 

“This transformation will become 
increasingly apparent as clergy find it 
more difficult to effectively commu- 
nicate the meaning of the mass to the 
growing number of members.” 

“The demands on participating 
Catholic dioceses were high, the 
research team was extensive and the 
financial commitment was dramatic,” 
Young said. “But all those things 
seem justified because this is a funda- 
mental issue in contemporary 
Catholicism that has profound impli- 
cations on the future of the church.

We would like to publicly state our sup- 
port for the North American Free Trade 
Agreement. We urge Reps. Bill Orton, 
Karen, Shepherd, Jim Hansen and our two 
senators to vote in favor of the agreement 
when it comes to a vote in the U.S. 
Congress. We feel that NAFTA, while 
imperfect, will still result in net economic 
gains on both sides of the border if passed. 

The case in favor of NAFTA rests on firm 
economic ground. The gains from free trade 
are well-documented and nearly universally 
accepted in the economics profession. It is 
significant that virtually every living recipi- 
ent of the Nobel Prize in economics has 
endorsed the treaty. Support for NAFTA 
crosses ideological lines; economists with 
both liberal and conservative leanings gen- 
erally agree that NAFTA will benefit the 
United States, Canada and Mexico. 

We are alarmed by some of the rhetoric 
used by opponents of the agreement. Many 
of the arguments they make are not only 
devoid of consistency, but lack any clear 
understanding of economic market forces.

If national rankings are a valid indi- 


cation, the best BYU teams this year 


are not wearing helmets or shoulder 
pads. 

While campus attention is focused 
on the efforts of BYU’s football and 
basketball teams to get in and stay 
within the magic top-25 rankings, 
most other BYU teams have quietly 
breached that barrier, and some are 
approaching the elusive No. 1 spot. 

Many Cougar fans may not be 
aware that BYU’s rugby team is 
informally ranked within the top five 
in the nation, according to rugby 
coach David Smyth. 

The rugby men dominated a recent 
tournament in Arizona, allowing a 
mere 10 points total from several top- 
ranked teams, and scoring 160. The 
teams’ only loss this year has been to 
No. 1 Air Force. 

BYU’s men’s and women’s cross- 
country teams currently share the 
same ranking: No. 4 in the nation. 

The men’s team easily won two 
invitational meets in Missoula, Mont., 
and Stanford, running over such 
schools as UCLA, Arizona, Michigan, 
and Stanford. Most of the team’s top 
runners are freshmen and sopho- 
mores, which means that BYU will 
continue to be a powerhouse for the 
near future. 

The women’s team also has 
excelled, wining invitationals at 
Stanford and Hawaii, and taking sec- 
ond at Missoula. 

No one doubts the excellence of the 
BYU track and field program, which 
has produced runners like Frank 
Fredricks who took silver medals in 
the 100 and 200 meter events at the 
1992 Olympics in Barcelona. BYU’s 
Oluyemi Kayode likewise won a sil- 
ver, in the 400-meter relay. 

BYU has placed in the top-25 at the 
NCAA finals every year but one in 
the last 20, years. In 1991 BYU placed 
fourth when Fredricks took first place 
in both the 100 and 200 meters. 

Cougar baseball has been legendary 
inthe West with players like Wally 
Joyner and Cory Snyder leading the 
way. Recently the baseball team has 
been struggling a little, but still 
bounces in and out of the top-25. 

Last year the Cougar hitters led the 
NCAA with a collective batting aver- 
age of .362. 

Both BYU’s men’s and women’s 
gymnastics teams started off last sea- 
son with high preseason national 
rankings. 

Injuries plagued both teams howev- 
er, and they were unable to advance 
beyond the regional tournament. Still, 
both teams remained within the top- 
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10. 

Though it does not receive as much 
hype or publicity as football, golf is a 
good sport for BYU. The men’s golf 
team was ranked 17th in the nation 
before the season started. They have 
placed in the top-10 at all four tourna- 
ments they have participated in thus 
far, and won two of them. 

Tennis is another good sport. The 
womens’ tennis team, ranked 15th at 
the beginning of the season, is in the 
midst of a comeback from a couple of 
slump years. They are currently 
bouncing around the eighth to 15th 
position in the rankings. 

The men’s tennis team finished just 
barely outside the top-25 last year, but 
were ranked fifth regionally, with the 
No. | singles player Mark Quinney. 

BYU is a volleyball powerhouse in 
both the men’s and women’s leagues. 


National rankings abound in BYU sports 


On the men’s side, Ethan Watts led 
the NCAA last year in hitting percent- 
age, and there was a BYU player in 
the top-20 of every other category. 

The women’s team is now ranked in 
the top five, and with a 23-1 record it 
is not far from No. 1. 

BYU’s wins in volleyball are all the - 
more impressive when one considers 
that BYU is in the same league as the .. 
nation’s top teams, including Stanford ~ 
and UCLA. This year BYU may see a _ 
national championship in volleyball. 

All in all, BYU has finished in the 
top-20. overall national rankings 11 
times in the past two decades. The 
Cougars have finished in the top-10 
nine times and. in the top-five five 
times. 

In the WAC, the Cougars have won 
the all-sports supremacy title 14 
straight years.

Making sure the U.S. government is accountable 
and responsible to the people it represents: will be 
the subject of Lillian R. BeVier’s speech today at 
noon in 303 JRCB.

SAN JUAN, Puerto Rico — When 
Puerto Ricans narrowly voted to 
reject the prospect of statehood, they 
were showing their reluctance to risk 
the economic benefits reaped from 41

years as a commonwealth. 

Statehood advocates, rebuffed in 
Sunday’s three-way vote, pointed out 
that the island’s inhabitants never 
have been quick to embrace change 
— not during four centuries of 
Spanish colonial rule, nor in 95 years 
as a U.S. territory. “We became a 
very docile, loyal people,” said 
Charles Rodriguez the island Senate’s 
majority leader. “We did not fight the 
Americans when they landed here” in 
1898. 

Rodriguez backed Gov. Pedro 
Rossello in his attempt, through the 
vote, to alter Puerto Rico’s ambigu- 
ous relationship with the United 
States and take the first step toward 


_ making the island the 51st state. 


Nearly three-quarters of the 2.3 mil- 
lion registered voters turned out 
Sunday. No violence or tampering 
was reported, and the loser graciously 
bowed to the will of the people. 

Commonwealth received 823,258 
votes, or 48.4 percent of the vote; 
statehood 785,859, or 46.2 percent; 
independence 75,253, or 4.4 percent. 

Statehooders sought Monday to por- 
tray their narrow loss as a historical 
gain for their traditionally runner-up 
movement. 

“People in Puerto Rico take too 
much time to change,” Rodriguez 
complained. “You have to educate, 
take away misperceptions that people 
have had all their life.” 

Commonwealth supporters 
acknowledged they presented change 
as a threat to the island’s Spanish lan- 
guage, its separate Olympic teams 
and the tax breaks that have helped 
transform a poor, sugar-farming land 
into an industrial, middle-class soci- 
ety,
